Robertson 
yesterday

sheriffs, deputy sheriffs, constables- 
marshals, policemen and all other 
peace officers of the state of Okla­ 
homa.” 
After quoting the section of the 
constitution 
guaranteeing 
to 
the 
people security from unreasonable 
searches and siezures, the governor 
said: “ If persons persist in' violat­ 
ing its terms they should, be pre­ 
pared to abide 
all 
consequences 
without a m urm ur.” 
The statement follows. 
“ My 
attention 
has 
been called 
•seemly to what seems to be a 
common and growing tendency on 
the part of certain peace officers 
to enter and search private homes 
and property on account 
of sus­ 
pected violations of law, especially 
the 
prohibition 
laws 
relating 
to 
liquor, 
without 
the 
formality 
of 
search warrants, or other process 
of law. 
“ I yield to none in my dtermmi- 
nation and desire to see all laws 
properly enforced, anti all 
peace 
officers will continue to have the 
active support of the state in the 
performance of their proper duties, 
* but there is a regular and proper 
method to be followed in all cases 
and peace officers, above all other 
persons, should follow and observe 
the law and its requirements. Se­ 
rious consequences may follow' if 
high handed and strong-arm meth­ 
ods are practiced in matters of this 
kind. 
“Section 
30, 
article 
2, 
of the 
state constitution says: 
“ ‘The 
right of 
the 
people 
to 
be secure in their persons, houses, 
papers and effects against unreason­ 
able 
searches 
and 
seizures 
shall 
not be violated; 
and no warrant 
shall issue but upon probable cause 
supported by oath or affirmation, 
describing as particularly as may 
be the place to be searched and the 
person or thing to be siezed.* 
“ This is the fundamental law of 
the land. It is plain in its terms 
and needs no construction, and all 
officers of this state must obey 
it st plain meaning and intent. 
If 
persons persist in violating its terms 
they should be prepared to abide 
all consequences without a murmur. 
“ I do not wish to be misnndm*- 
stood in this matter. I desire P l 
laws to be faithfully executed and 
will do all in my power to secure 
such ends, but, as .said above, the 
officers of the state should be the 
first of all men to know and fol­ 
low the law, and searches of houser 
and effects in this state must be

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WHO SAID NEGRO?- 
The republican papers of the state are bitterly deriding 
the democrats for raising, as they charge, the negro question 
in Oklahoma. But who raised this question and made it an 
issue?

The republican national convention raised this question 
by seating a negro in place of a white man as national com­ 
mitteeman from Georgia. The democratic convention did no 
such thing. 
^ 
Senator Harding in his speech of acceptance raised this 
question by demanding that the “negro shall receive alfr-his 
rights.” Governor Cox in his speech of1 acceptance did not 
mention the negro. 
Governor Coolidge in his speech of acceptance raised the 
negro question again by demanding the preservation “of the 
rights of the negro.” Mr. Roosevelt in his speech of accept­ 
ance made no mention of the negro. 
The republican state convention of Kansas 
at 
Salina 
adopted a resolution denouncing the south for alleged mis­ 
treatment of the negro. No democratic state convention has 
mentioned the negro question. 
Republican speakers and organizers have gone into the 
negro districts of Oklahoma urging them to register and vote. 
This bis been done by no democratic speakers or organizers. 
In view of this record who can say that the negro question 
has been raised by Oklahoma democrats? 
lf any one will only think for a moment he will see that 
no democratic state wants to raise the negro question. The 
democratic states have that question settled or adjusted just 
as they want it. They do not want that adjustment distrubed. 
Therefore it is against the* policy and the interest of demo­ 
cratic states to raise tire negro question. They do not want 
to raise it a n i they do not want anyone else to raise it. 
As a general rule the democrats believe that competition 
between the races develops 
racial 
prejudice 
and 
causes 
trouble. They seek to remove competition in order to prevent 
trouble. They eliminate competition by segregating the races. 
Their theory is that segregation is* for the protection of the 
weaker race .that suffers. 
Segregation laws are not for the protection of the Anglo- 
Saxon, for he needs no protection. 
He has never known a 
master and never will. 
But the abolition of segregation laws, such as the separate 
school laws, the Jim Crow laws, and the laws against the 
inter-marriage of the races, inevitably produces discord, and 
in that discord it is the weaker race that gets the worst of it. 
Therefore the real friend of the negro is the one who in­ 
sures segregation. The real enemy of the negro is the one 
/who encourages him to oppose segregation and demand con­ 
ditions that bring him daily into competition with the whites. 
Understanding these thihgs in the way they do the demo­ 
cratic states do not want the negro question to be made an 
issue at any time. Failing to understand these things repub­ 
lican leaders frequently encourage the negro to take steps that 
cause infinite trouble. Occasionally and unfortunately a negro 
is lynched for an offense some thoughtless politician has in­ 
directly encouraged him to commit. It is almost unfortunate 
that the politician himself is not lynched insead of the negro.

for his buildings and for the wood­ 
work of his wagons and other farm­

save hours of labor and vexation 
which is always the result if the 
plows are allowed to become rusty
